to prevent eviction. Food must be pro- 
vided a family which simply for 
whatever reason doesn’t have any. 
Situations such as these cannot wait for 
Welfare applications, interviews, home 
-visits, approvals. Cold and hungry chil- 
dren must be warmed and fed immedi- 
ately. The Hubbard Fund is used for 
“these emergencies.” 


Normal, capable people usually foresee 
‘trouble and plan ways to avoid it. There 
'are those who are incapable, because of 
fear, illness, or ignorance. Their situ- 
'ation is usually discovered only when the 
emergency is acute. At that moment, for 
them, the MSPCC is the only means of 

rescue. That is what the Hubbard Fund 
is for.
